Cut Throat in Wife’s Presence 
and Was Saved by Prompt 
Effort. 





Though they had never been divorced, 
William H. Crossman and “his wife 
were married a second time yesterdy. 

For four years they lived together, 
not knowing that their first marriage 
was illegal. When the discovery was 
made, there was a separation, which 
so preyed upon the husband's mind that 
he attempted suicide. He cut his 
‘nroat in his wife’s presence at 619 
North Ewing avenue, Oct. 1 last. 

Crossman comes of a well-known fam- 
ily of Clayton, St. Louis County. At 
the time of the separation he lived there 
with his wife, who before their first 
merriage was a widow, Mrs. Nellie 
Long. 

This was the name which she gave at 
East St. Louls yesterday when the sec- 
ond marriage license was issued to the 
couple. 

They told an unusual story to the li- 
cense clerk. They sald that four years 
ago, after obtaining a license in East 
St. Louis, they came to St. Louis and 
went to a Justice of the Peace to be 
married. The Justice, they said, told 
them that they could not be married in 
Missouri on a license issued in Illinois, 
but that he would fix it for them. 

They said that he scratched out the 
words, “St. Clair County, Ill.,"’ on the 
license and wrote in: ‘St. Louls, Mo.”

The Great Gatun Dam. 


The Gatun Dam on the Atlantic side, 
is given at 133 feet high, 7700 feet long 
(it is really 9200 feet Jong) and 2625 feet 
wide. 

Of all vexed questions of the Panama 
problem but one other (the locks by 
which the mighty steamers of the fu- 
ture are to climb to the surface of this 
great artificial lake), has drawn more 
tire than the great Gatun dam.

Lindon Wallace Baten’ first ! 
engineering work was done in 
connection with the survey of 
the Northern Yacific and the 
Oregon Pxueific. He became a 
contracting engineer ang con- 
structed railway, dock and ter- 
minal equipments for transcon- 
tinental goods. He built the 
mammoth steam dredge “Beta” 
for the Uniteq States Govern- 
ment, earning a bouus of $86,- 
200. H> was retained from 
1806 to 1902 by the Belgium 
Government at Antwerp. Later 
he was engaged in the Suez 
Canal enlargement, and by the 
Russian Government in work on 
navigable rivers.

complete the excavation in nine years, 
especially if the recruiting in the West 
Indies falls off--the above figures will 
be more than over doubled. The ‘situa- 
tion. will be appalling. 

The Spooner act appropriated $145,000,- 
000. The 85-foot six-lock protect exclu- 
sive of sanitation and zone government, 
but including 20 per cent for adminis- 
tration engineering and conting« cies, 
was estimated to cost $139,704.00. The 
2) per cent reserve is a trust for other 
than contract purposes, so when de- 
ducted $116,420,000 is left. Congress ap- 
propriated $52,956,415, of this on Jan. 1 
supposedly $12,728,207 is left. This brinxs 
the available monies down to $76,191,792. 

From this sum must also be deducted 
an amount to cover those things which 
the Government agrees to do collater- 
ally with the contractor. We recail that 
the Old French company furnished that 
.its contractors the important plant and 
materials, houses, barracks, just as 
this commission proposes to do. The 
record attests plaintively that incessant 
demand and claims produced unending 
trouble and the oompany was compelled 
to make an outlay of $3,520,000 per an- 
num. 

The French More Efficient. 


Theirs Was a tnuch smaller water- 
way. But figuring it at the very in- 
adequate sum of $38,000,000 per annum. 
and nine years will consume $27,000,000. 
Then this S-foot scheme is very dif- 
ferent from the 191 designs upon which 
the appropriation was made. It has 
several costly adjuncts. One of these 
is to remove the Panama Railway from 
ithe valleys and rebuild it on the higher 
slopes. The commission alloted to this

The contractor allots for his work on 
the railway change, sa~ $2,191,792.

The Americans have expended $40,000,000 
‘and have achieved one-seventeenth of 
the remaining “dry’’ earth and rock 
‘earth and none of the masonry of 
i their much larger waterway. Thia con- 
siders the canal channels alone. It doc 
not count the easy dredging at termini 
‘and material of railway change which 
have been used to pad this year's rec- 
ord to 4,100,000 cuble vards, just as the 
French used to pad the output to the 
public.

The Contractor's Viewpoint. 

The contractor, or contracting group, 
in principle is merely an agent or em- 
ploye, who is lured into a hope that 
he will get a percentage for the use of 
his $5,000,000 and his brains. Five mili- 
llion is worth 2 per cent to the Gov- 
lernment, or $100,000. It will cost the 
eontractcr for bankers’ Interest, or par- 
iticipation, $250,000 per annum, Suppose 
‘the contractor gets 10 per cent of a turn- 
‘over yearly of $10,000,000—for this work 
lis to be done on the percentage plan; 
jthat is, the contractor will receive a 
| percentage profit on the amount of work 
ihe has done—on this $10,000,000, his per- 
‘centage will amount to $1,000,000. He has 
against this the bankers’ $250,000, his 
own expense, $500,000, and has left a 
profit of $250,000. This amounts to 2% 
per cent—not widly tempting when New 
York State alone offers »0,vH,00y of 
straight, healthly contract work, 

Now, because the commission has in- 
dulged itself in plants of certain types, 
these are to be loaded upon the con- 
tractor. The proposition is but more 
units of the same kind to operate un- 
der the same condition at the same 
cost and more men. Indeed, it ig ex- 
pressly stipulated that no man on the 
“gold roll’? now engaged by the com- 
mission shall be relieved or dismissed 
without express permission of the en- 
gineer. It is asserted that the con- 
tractors’ organization is sought, but the 
entire commission force its gaddled on 
the contractor, and he must take over 
the Chinese to the privileged quota of 
15,000, and any and all other contingents 
that the commissions may have ar- 
ranged for. He must either employ an- 
other staff, thus compounding the labor 
rolls, or he must take thig force which 
they have seemingly failed to organ- 
ize, else why call the contractor? 

Next raw materials are to be fur- 
nished the contractor at the Isthmus: 
he is precluded from treating, shaping 
and finishing them, so far as possible, 
in the Tinited States. He must do this 
at Panama. 

One at this stage is full of queries. If 
the contractor wants to employ a cer- 
tain method of special plant, will the 
commission give him free what he 
wants, or will it restrict his design and 
defeat his plans? Will it honor his 
requisition for major plant or must he 
take only what it turns over to him as 
all sufficing? Where is the limit? If it 
does not give him what he wants, how 
can he be held to the contract? These 
questions relate to quarters, ware- 
houses, buildings, ete. Will the commis- 
sion bury the dead and repatriate the 
invalid? What are the published rates 
of the Panama Railroad? This organ- 
ization has already raised its rates upon 
a supply house .after quoting certain 
rates. A committee of three Govern- 
ment engineers are pitted continuously 
against a contractor's representation of 
two. One man now gives the thside 
track, and prices can be made anything. 

On one hand the contract is tyran- 
nous, oppressive and fundamentally un- 
fair to the contractor; on the other is 
put on collusion and jobbery a premium 
of unbridled loot of the natjon's treas- 
ury. 








One Stggestion for Relief. 
It is not the purpose of this paper 
to condemn only, but to rescue the 


canal from its present blight; does any 
method exist that could be savingly ap- 
plied? 

vy 1000 feet from the sea, near the 
Atlantic entrance is Mindi. Here, where 
the hills divide, the Lower Chagres 
basin from Simon Bay, there is a Kap, 
and where the Chagres River pierces 
the range there is a long, narrow val- 
ley. By closing these two small breaks 
with a low dyke and a sluice bar > 
together less than a mile and a third 
long. an invaluable lake is impounded. 
The facility is truly surprising, and the 
construction is almost the minimum 
possible if this artificial lake is set at a 
low level. 

This Iake at not more than 33.5 faet 
so simplifies and saves the whole east- 
ern section of the canal that only upon 
the discovery of some insuperable nat- 
ural obstacle should it have been evad- 
ed. But there is no such obstacle. 

Consider what this lower Lake Chagres 
would effect. First and chiefest, it will 
enable the Gatun monstrosity to be re- 
placed by a low dam under a net head 
of -less than thirty feet, reducing the 
Ppressurg to nearly one-third. Next, it 
will permit entrances to the upper 
Gatun Lake by a single separate lock. 

Note further what this low-level Lake 
Chagres would secure. The distance to 
Mindi from Gatun constitutes the fret 
three miles of the canal proper. Mil- 
lions of yards of indurated clay, as we!! 
as other rafractory material, must be 
excavated here to get the canal down to 
45 feet below sea level, where it is lo- 
cated by the commission's plans. 

This Solution Looks Easy. 

A low impounding structure and lock 

at Mindi are easily possible and cheap. 


If constructed they will enable the heaa 
on the Gatun Dam to be reduced from 
8 feet to 29 feet, one isolated lock can 
be substituted for the perilous three. 
A most unique, commodionus and splen- 
did harbor can be constructed here with 
fresh water within and salt water with- 
out; a healthy site for a new city on 
American soil will be furnished. 

Ten million dollars will be saved by 
elimination of excavation due to dimin- 
ishing the dam volume and cutting orf 
the extra masonry needed to prop the 
lock flight. In six months after the pro- 
vision of an adequate plant every 
swamp from Mindito Tavernilla can be 
drowned under a saving lake conserving 
lives and money. This can be effected 
without interference with the railway; 
it will make the Gatun Dam and lock 
site acsessible to water communication 
and will bring at a stroke the Gatun 
Dam within the economical and mechan- 
ical limit of dredging and pumping 
methods. 

Can the commission summon the 
needed courage? De Lesseps once stood 
at the parting of the ways.

Florian’s career and 
learned that for every swindle she had 
a different trick.» From one grocery, 
after making at first a big purchase for 
cash, she ordered a‘*big bill’of goods on 
credit. From others she borrowed mon- 
ey in addition to securing goods. 

For wine merchants she had a special 
method. She told them she had thou- 
sands of barrels of wine for sale from 
her, imaginary, estates. After showing 
samples of good wine, which she bought 
she closed contracts and then asked fo 
a few thousand dollars on account unt 
the arrival of’the goods. 

The manager of the High Life Hotel, 
one of the most fashionable hotels in 
the Roumanian capital, who was swin- 
died of some money said: 

“Mme. Florian, elegantly dressed, 
asked me to rent her an elegant suite 
of rooms. She said she wanted the best, 
regardless of cost. I gave her the most 
elegant suite we had vacant at the 
time. The saMe day she moved to;the 
hotel and soon after her‘arrival, called 
the head waiter. After giving him a 
big tip, she told him that she needed a 
man in whom she could have copfidence, 
as a big box of jewelry, “worth™several 
thousand dollars, was to be brought to 
her and she could not leave it in the 
hands of servants. 

“The waiter told her he would look 
out for that. The next day she said she 
had decided to go for the box of jew- 
elry herself and when she returned she 
placed it in our safe. She instructed 
the maid to speak about the box of 
jewelry to other guests. The box was 
found to contain nothing of value. 

“Soon she borrowed money from ey- 
eryone, including the waiters and malds. 
She borrowed from me, too. I did not 
hesitate, as. _ I thought her wealthy.’ 


Porter Alone Escaped. 


The hotel attaches confirmed the loans, 
and the porter was the only person who 
had not ben caught. 

“She gave me good tips,”’ he.said. “I 
do not regret her staying in this hotel.

Florian’s brother has 
a mania to burn houses, while other 
members of her family are affected by 
other criminal or !tmmoral tendencies.

THOUSAND AMERICANS 
STUDYING IN GERMANY 


BERLIN, Dee. 15.—There are now in 
Berlin more than four hundred Amer- 
students, almost half of them 
Nearly one hundred and fifty 
are studying-.music, instrumental or 
vocal, the violin being the princinal 
instrument. The University, the Tech- 
nical Charlottenberg, the mining and 
chemical schools, are peppered all 
over with young Americans. ‘In the 
other uniwersity towns, notably Mu- 
nich, Leipsig and Wurzburg there is 
a strong- American contingent, num- 
bering about five hundred, engaged 
chiefly in the study of theology, phil- 
osophy and philology and giving an 
admirable account of themselves.

Alleged Conversion of Signor 
Marconi of Great Interest 
in Italy. 


ROME, Dec. 15.—The conversion of 
Signor Marconi to Spiritualism by Prin- 
cess D’Artuni del Drago, who has the 
reputation of being a medium of excep- 


tional power, has caused a sensation 
among believers in communication be- 
tween the seen and the unseen world. 

Marconi has always been regarded as 
intensely practical. He was not. known 
to take interest in anything ou@side of 
the material and scientific, except art 
and history. There is reason to believe 
that he became interested in the study 
of wireless messages to the other world 
by the declaration of Lombroso, the alli- 
enist professor in the University of 
Turin, in which, he said, the subject 
was of colossal importance. 

The Princess D’Artuni del Drago says 
she has held seances in her own palace 
and@ has been favored with extraordinary 
phenomena. 

“I met Marconi a few weeks ago,” 
she remarked, ‘‘at an entertainment giv- 
en by Marchioness Pinoleece. He said 
he did not believe in Spiritualism. I in- 
vited him to My house to assist in a 
seance. He came last Tuesday. He was 
one of three. A medium called Politi, 
and I with Marconi, formed-a_ circle 
around a small table. 

“Without relating all that took place, 
suffice it to say that when Marconl 
left he had been convinced so fully that 
he determined to study the subject sci- 
entifically, and promised to place me in 
communication with Prof. Crookes. I 
am anxiously awaiting to learn if the 
great inventor has found any explana- 
tion for the phenomena. 

“So far as my knowiedge goes I can- 
not speak of what the King knows of 
Marconi'’s conversion, or that Hs Maj- 
esty ever assisted or took part in a 
spiritualistic seance with Marconi.” 

This expression. is taken to be a 
guarded denial that the King of Italy 
has been converted to a belief in spir- 
itualism.

Washington Avenue and Locust 
Street Are Found to Be 
Very Poor Seconds. 


The Cases Are Dismissed and 
One Is Taken Under 
Advisement. 


In the future Judge Moyers of the 
East St. Louis City Court will not hold 
court on Saturday afternoons, and the 
lawyers will be lucky if the Juage al- 
lows motions or defaults to be heard 
even on Saturday mornings. This order 
was made yesterday by Judge Moyers, 
after most of the day had been taken 
up with the hearing of divorce cases, 
when the Judge announced that after 
being compelled to sit on the bench 
holding court five days in the week, he 
intended to have one day to rest.

For 64 days past, rain or shine, a 
Street department employe has gtood 
from 7 a. m. to 7 p. m. between F'our- 
teenth and Fifteenth streets, on each 
of the following streets: Market, Chest- 
nut, Pine, Olive and Locust streets and 
Washington avenue. He has counted 
the number of vehicles that passed him, 


tallying them on a pad of paper. 

At the dinner hour he was relieved by 
another employe, who kept the tally 
while he was away. 

As a result of the statistics thus gath- 
ered, Street Commissioner Valliant is 
able to state positively how popular the 
new smooth surface pavement laid on 
Chestnut street is. 

This pavement was first laid May 14, 
1904, following the removal from the 
street of the car tracks, abandoned by 
the United Railways. Before that the 
street was surfaced with granite block 
and did not differ greatly from the 
other busy east and west streets. In 
May, 19M, the street was surfaced from 
Broadway to Twentieth street with bit- 
ulithic pavement.

MAN INA STUPOR 
RAGGED FROM CAR 


Passengers Say Motorman Was 
Unnecessarily Rough in 
Handling Wagner, 


SKULL WAS FRACTURED 


Collapsed Soon After Boarding 
the Car and His Feet Were 
in Motorman’s Way 


Passengers on a Market car from 
which Fred Wagner, 39 years old, of 
Chicago, was forcibly ejected by the 
motorman, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
yesterday that Wagner’s injury was the 
result of his being hurled against the 
curbstone by the car employe.

Motorman Messen denies the state- 
ment of the passengers. He says that 
he stopped the car to put Wagner off 
because the latter was blocking the 
doorway and annoying two women 
who were sitting in the front seat. 
After he had dragged Wagner out of 
the car, Messen says, he assisted him 
ito his feet. When he released his 
hold, he says, Wagner staggered and 
fell, striking his head on the curb- 
stone. 

The same version of the affair is 
given by the conductor, who says 
that Wagner sank down of his own 
weight after he had been released by 
the motorman. 

The police report of the occurrence 
exonerates the motorman.

GROWING FROM DUMA. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 15.—Die 
Rusische Correspondenz publishes 
some interesting news which shows 


clearly that the Czar is now a hearty 
supporter of the Duma. The news is 
substantiated by a telegram sent by 
the Czar to President Bursikewitch of 
the League of True Russians, one of 





the most reactionary organizations in | 


Russia. The telegram was published 
with the permission of Bursikewitch 
as the result of a quarrel between him 
and Premier Stolypin. Bursikewitch 
published the Czar’s words to prove 
the monarch’s disapproval of the 
Premier's liberal policy. The _ tele- 
Bram reads: 

“Last year I gave Russia a Duma 
because I thought my people desired 
it. I also granted a constitution for 
the same reason. Now I am not cer- 
tain whether I did right or not. 
There seems to be no peace in Rus- 
sia and with all my gifts to my peo- 
ple they seem discontented. For this 
reason I begin to doubt the useful- 
ners of my action. 

‘If the Duma is assembled again 
this year, I wish a large number of 
true patriots would be elected. It 
would please me very much if the 
majority of the Duma members would 
be from the ranks of the League of 
True Russians. I would consider every 
one of their wishes and decisions, for 
I know that would only ask for what 
is right and beneficial to the-country. 
One of the first thingg I would then 
ask the Duma members to consider, 
would be whether the Duma should 
exist or not. What such a body of 
conservative and devoted statesmen 
would decide in this nespect, I should 
be glad to execute.”

A Norwegian peasant who encounters Norseland goblins in the flesh and finds 
soul problems confronting him in bodily form for his wrestling, yet who comes 
to this country in our. own very day and amasses 1 fortune that places him 
in our plutocrat class—how the mischief can we acknowledge the reality of such 
a figure? Can you for that Andrew Carnegie used to asso- 
ciate with Highland witches of the Tam O'Shanter breed before he settled 
down to be the Steel Boss of this country and the Laird of Skibo Castle in 
stern Caledonia? Or John D. Rockefeller, let us say—is it likely that he made 
the acquaintance of Rip Van Winkle’s dwartish Hendrick Hudson gnomes 
in the CatskilfS, abiding with them In his youth and, perchance, taking a gnome 
bride to his bosom, ere he broke away and diverted his mind more profitably 
with Standard Oil? That would be pretty hard to swallow, wouldn’t it?— and 
yet, bless Moses, we've got to swallow its parallel in the case of Peer Gynt! 
The Ibsenite answer is, of course, that the Trolls and Button Men and Green 
Ones and Boye Voices, or: whatever it is that Peer Gynt runs up against In 
the veak fastnesses of Norway are allegorical figures, symbolizing certain 
frailties and follies and weaknesses and retributions and payings of the piper 
in general, but I tell you it’s asking a god dea! of our reality-ribbed humanity 
of*the present time to fasten these things to a contemporaneous American 
plutocrat and gain our acceptance of them as anything in the world but the 
weird product of jim-jams or of nervous prostration caused by overtime chas- 
ing of the almighty dollar. You're making a Welsh rabbit of the Nibelungen- 
lied with octopus trimnfings when vou do it—and, even for Ibsen, that’s a pert- 
lous task. However, I frankly confess that I expect to enjoy it all immensely, 
end I don’t know any player to whom I'd rather see the part of Peer intrusted 
than Mansfield.

Mrs. Cohlmeyer Expects to Do 
Just as Much as Man

NASHVILLE, Ill, Dec. 15.—August H. 
Cohimeyer, Sheriff of Washington 
County, has appointed his wife, Mrs. A. 
A. Cohlmeyer, his chief deputy. The 
appointment was made during the week 
and is now in full force. 

It is the first time in the history of 
Washington County that a woman has 
been appointed to this position, and the 
incident probably has no precedent in II- 
linois. A number of men were appli- 


tors out of the running, and gives a 
unique tinge to the personnel of the 
| local Sheriff's office. 

The appointment means that Mrs. 
Cohlmeyer will be required to perform 
the usual duties incumbent upon a dep- 
uty sheriff and for that reason she is 
preparing herself for the proper exe- 
cution of the official duties. 

The Post-Dispatch reporter, when he 
went to see Mrs. Cohlmever, of course, 
expected to find her at home. But he 
was told at the residence of the Sheriff 
that she was in the Sheriff’s office, 
busily engaged with the work of the 
day.

Mrs. Cohlmeyer occupied 
rusing the papers on hand and map- 
ping out her day’s work. Mrs. Cohl- 
meyer is of a pleasant.disposition and 
appeared to be fully at home in her 
new and rather novel position. 

“Mrs. Cohlmeyer, when did the ap- 
pointment of vourself as depty sheriff 
go into effect?’’ asked the reporter. 

“The apointment was made by my 
husband during the week and I am now 
Officially installed as his chief lieuten- 
ant,’’ she replied. 

“Do vou feel any 
filling the office?” 

“No. T believe that T am fully as capa- 
ble of discharging the duties of the of- 
fice as a male deputy, and am now pre- 
pared to do all the deputy work that 
may come up in the course of the Sher- 
iff’s term. 

“I intended to serve my first papers 
this morning, but Mr. Cohlmeyer was 
called out on another official duty. and 
| was compelled to remain in the offiee 
to attend to some Work here. I will 
have the same functions to perform as 
would be incumbent upon a man-deputy, 
and I will make every effort to perform 
these duties to the best of my abllities. 
I do not intend to shirk any, unless the 
performance of the duties weuld tnvolve 
too great a hardship upon me, especially 
long drives during disagreeable weath- 
ez.*"” 


“Are you conversant 
of the offtice?’’ 


“Yes, as during the former term 
my husband as Sheriff, I learned many 
points about the office that will stand 
me in good stead in my present appoint- 
ment New duties, of course, bring new 
demands of service, but these can all 
be met from time to time, as the occa- 
sion demands it. All can be executed 
through a proper application of self-re- 
liance and judgment.” 

“Does the novelty of the situa¥on ap- 
peal to you in any way?’ 

“Well, not so strongly as would prob- 
ably be suspected. Of course, it is 
something new to me, and, as it sets a 
precedent among appointments here, 
‘there is a slight oddness attached to it 
just now. This will not last. and, after 
a short time, when this has worn off, 
'l believe the performance of. the duties, 
/aS Deputy Sheriff, will appeal to me as 
a matter-of-fact occurrence. The nov- 
| elty of the appointment is the only thing 
attached to the naming of myself to the 
position, different than if a man had 
been chosen for the place.’ 

Sheriff Cohlmeyer and family reside in 
the Jail, which is situated in the Court- 
house aquare. The family consists of 
Mr. and Mrs. Cohlmeyer and two sons, 
Otto and Willie.

GIRL TESTIFIES 


AGAINST MOTHER

SAYS MOTHER UNHAPPY 


Dead Man's Nephew Swears De- 
fendant Said She Preferred 
Prison to Husband. 


Special to the Post Dispateh. 

SALINA, Kan., Dec, 15.~In the trial 
of Mrs. Susan Caldwell for the murder 
ot her husband this morning, Lena, the 
16-year-old daughter of the accused 
woman, Was placed upon the witness 
stand by the County Attorney. For the 
first time, she was able to complete her 
testimony. At the two former trials she 
broke down while on the stand and her 
evidence amounted to little. 

The girl described the scene at the 
home of the Caldwells on the night of 
the murder, and gradually the States 
Attorney led her to the point for which 
she had been called as a witness. It 
was desired to prove that the relations 
between Mrs. Caldwell and her husband 
were not pleasant. The State is at- 
tempting tc prove that Mrs. Caldwell's 
motive for killing her husband was to 
rid _ herself of an unhappy union. 

“Did you ever hear your mother say 
anything of your father’s conduct to- 
ward her?" she was asked. 

“Yes, sir,”’ was the answer. 

“What did she say?” 

“She said, ‘Lena, your father's treat-

Indiana Governor Likely to 
Organize Legislature With 
Picked Officers. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 15.—The Re- 
publicans of the Legislature who op- 
pose the avowed politics of Gov. Han- 
lv, in respect to stringent laws in re- 
lation to insurance, the Hquor traffic 
and repositories for public funds = on 
which the State instead of county, State 
and city officials will receive Interest, 
have been unable to secure a candidate 
for the speakership to oppose Emmet F. 
Branch, the Governor's choice, and it 
now looks as if Branch will be chosen 
without oyposition. 

Should this prove to be the case, Gus 
(‘fondo of Marion will be chairman of 
the Ways and Means Committee, John 
H. Edwards will be chairman of the Ju- 
diciary Committee, and Richard N. El- 
liott will be chairman of the Committee 
on Insurance. 

Of course, the Governor's opponents 
have not yet given up the fight, but 
there is an increasing sentiment in fa- 
vor of not antagonizing the executive in 
the organization of the House, but to 
stand firmly against some measures 
that will be recommended in his mes- 
sage, and which have already been in- 
corporated into bills under his direction. 

For several days past the Governor 
has been in almost daily conference 
with an insurance actuary from Bos- 
ton, who was called here especially to 
aid in the preparation of bills relating 
to insurance. Governor Hanly not only 
admitted that the actuary came at his 
solicitation, but said that he was paying 
'him for his advice, and that he expected 
'to profit by it in his recommendations 
‘to the Legtsiature. The Governor be- 
lieves salaries of insurance officers are 
too large und will ask that the Legisla- 
ture fix a maximum salary: he will de- 
mand that special contracts be made 
illegal; premiums be reduced; boards of 
directors shall be enlarged; the giving 
of proxies for more than one election 
be inhibited, and\ large surpluses shall 
not he allowed to accumulate, but shall 
be given to the insured as individuals, 
thus still further reducing the preml- 
ums,

COST FRANCE $45,000,000 


PARIS, Dee. 15.—In a book entitled 
“L'’Alerte,’ which is just appearing, M. 
Pierre Baudin, who was Minister of 
Public Works in the Waldeck-Rousseau 
Cabinet, treats of the alarms to which 
the acute stage reached by the Morecceo 
question last year gave rise tn France. 
He states that quite $45,000,000 was spent
